ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, May 


13.—(AP)—The captive toll of Germans and Italians neared | 
175,000, including 17 be-medaled generals, today in a Tunisian | 
triumph which put Allied airmen only a few minutes’ un- | 
challenged flight from Italian Sicily’s already devastated | 


ports and military installations. 


Three of Germany's best 
oldest armored divisions and ev- 
ery Italian armored division that 
ever existed are among the five 
Axis armies wiped out in the Afri- 
can campaign which ended in Tu- 
nisia. 

A total of 36 divisions have been 
annthilated. 

The victory. which in one week 
cleared the Axis from this 
springboard to Europe, was term- 
ed by General Sir Harold Alexan- 
der “one of the most complete 
and decisive in history.” 

175,000 Captives. 

A military spokesman said the 
total of prisoners would approach 
and General Alexander 
said that 1,006 guns, 250 tanks, 
and a mass of trucks and equip- 
ment of all sorts were captured.

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Invasion Signs 
Seen in Dutch, 
Belgian Moves 


LONDON, May 13.—(4)—Riot- 
ing in Berlin among anxious rela- 
tives of German soldiers killed, 
wounded or captured in the con- 
cluded Tunisian fighting and 
spreading violence in Holland and 
Belgium against occupation forces 
were reported today. 

The attacks on military estab- 
lishments in the Low Countries 
and the reported movement of (Ger- 
man troops into them were taken 
as signs that an Allied invasion of 
the continent may be imminent. 

The report of riots in Berlin was 
carried in a Reuters dispatch from 
Stockholm which was based on an 
account published in the Goteborg 
(Sweden) Handelstidningen. 

It said thousands of women and 
old men gathered outside the in- 
formation office of the German ar- 
my in Berlin yesterday in efforts 
to learn the fate of their men in 
the beaten Africa Corps. 

Riot Flares. 

The correspondent of the Gote- 
borg paper was quoted as saying 
their requests were turned off 
brusquely with the advice that 
they would be given the informa- 
tion at a more opportune time. 

Then, the report said, the crowd 
began rioting and SS Elite Guard 
troops were called. They were said 
to have broken up the riot with- 
out.resort to arms. 

The Reuters dispatch said sim- 
lar incidents were reported from 
other parts of Germany. 

From the Low Countries to the 
Balkans rising patriot bands were 
reported concentrating and in- 
creasing attacks on vital rail ar- 
teries for Axis troops and supplies 
on a scale strongly suggesting that 
the underground war now emerg- 
ing is guided by central orders to 
help clear the way from within 
for invasion of Europe. 

Trains Guarded. 

The newest attacks, forcing the 
Nazis to arm and guard virtually 
all trains, were reported spread- 
ing to Belgium from Holland, 
where two weeks of martial law 
and at least 43 executions have 
failed to restore order. 

(A Russian domestic broad. 
cast recorded by the U. S. 
government's foreign broad- 
cast intelligence service said 
mass strikes of Dutch work- 
ers are taking place in many 
large cities of Holland in pro- 
test against the recent ['uzi 
order that all former Nether- 
lands soldiers must go to con- 
centration camps. 

(Quoting a Stockholm 
source, the Russian broadcast 
said railroad men and metal 
workers in Utrecht refused to 
work and that rail traffic has 
been stopped on many lines. 

(A general strike in the 
textile district of Trente also 
was reported by the broad- 
cast, while in Amsterdam 18 
persons “were executed by the 
Hitlerites” after quitting 
work. 

Resentment in Norway. 

(Increasing resentment in 
Norway against forced labor 
on defense works has reached 
the breaking point, the Stock- 
holm radio said in a broad- 
cast also recorded by VU. S. 
government monitors, and 
“passive” resistance is turn- 
ing into “active. counter 
measures.” 

(The Office of War Infor- 
mation said that another 
Stockholm source had report- 
ed a German propagandist re- 
cently informed the conscript- 
ed Norwegian workers that 
“if war comes you will have 
to transport ammunition be- 
hind the front line.) 

The Netherlands outbreaks 
came just a day after the Dutch 
government-in-exile in London 
had urged 400,000 former service- 
men to defy German orders to reg- 
ister for reinternment. 

This unprecedented broadcast 
to the Netherlands homeland 
warned the servicemen that the 
Germans intended to make them 
“labor slaves.”

Ceiling prices, it should be understood, are the maximum prices 
that may be charged for the items by the storkeeper. If the mer- 
chant has been selling his goods at less than the ceiling prices, and 
desires to hike the cost to the ceiling, he may do so. 


Woman Loses ‘No. 17’ 
In Ordering by Mail 


A woman in Edison ordered a pair of shoes by mail during April. 
Two weeks later she had not heard a word from 
the store and because it now had her lone 17 
coupon, she became anxious about the matter. 

Two letters to the store asking why she had 
not heard from it still brought no response. 

What could she do about her ration stamp, 
she wondered in a letter to the Ration Counter. 

Her solution to this situation is to report the 
matter to the state Office of Price Administra- 
tion, which will immediately investigate it. The 
enforcement officials will determine the reason 
for the store’s failure to fill the order, and act 
accordingly. 


10 Per Cent Cuts Ordered 
In Retail Beef Prices 


Cuts of about 10 per cent have been ordered in the retail prices 
of beef, veal, pork, lamb and coffee. They won't go into effect 
until June 1, but it’s a real beginning in the new price-control move. 

People who make their living by producing these foods will not 
find themselves caught in the squeeze, either, because the govern- 
ment is going to offer subsidies to maintain production. 

This plan to provide subsidies will cost several hundred million 
dollars, it was estimated, but the government, according to a re- 
cent announcment, feels that this will be less costly to the nation 
than making wage raises and allowing bigger profits which might 
benefit a few people temporarily, but would, in the long run, lead

Home-Canned Products 


Sell for 8 Points 


OPA annunced yesterday the ways home-canned products are 
to be distinguished from those commercially canned. 
tant to know the difference because of the point values placed on 


them. 


All home-canned stuff sells for eight points per quart, while 
that commercially canned is sold for specific point values. 

According to OPA’s announcement, products which are to be 
considered home-canned must come up to the following two 


standards: 


1. They must be canned in a kitchen used primarily for the 
preparation of meals, or a kitchen used to demonstrate the prep- 
aration of such meals, such as a school, or home economics center. 

2. If a separate building or shed in a farm home is used for 
canning purposes, permission must first be obtained from the local 
rationing board to treat the food processed there 


as home-canned. 


Commercial canning plants are sometimes used 
by people who can for their own personal use. 
They will still be able to do this,. provided: 
1. The people for whom the products are being 
canned do their share of the actual work. 
2. None of the people normally employed by 
the plant or the owner help in the work in any way. 
3. The people have used the same canning facilities before this 
year, or, if this is not true, the people can only the produce which 


they have grown themselves. 


In using these commercial plants for home canning, there is a 
maximum limit of 100 quarts for the year for each person.

Significant Events 

Events of dramatic importance occurred 
Thursday, all pointing to early invasion of 
Axis-held Europe. 

First came the report from London that the 
Dutch government-in-exile had broadcast in- 
structions to Holland’s 400,000 ex-service men 
to defy German orders to register for rein- 
ternment. They were advised to defend them- 
selves against attempts at arrest. 

Then came reports from the continent tell- 
ing of open revolt against the German forces 
of occupation in Holland and Belgium, with 
accelerated sabotage, armeti clashes and gen- 
eral resistance in Poland, Norway, Yugoslavia 
and Greece. 

The significance of these reports lies in the 
fact that the events would not have occurred, 
at least not to such extent, if leaders had 
not known the day of Allied invasion and, for 
the captive peoples, the day of liberation, is 
at hand. 

Certainly the Dutch government-in-exile, it- 
self in London, would not advise 400,000 former 
soldiers to openly defy the Germans if that 
government were not authoritatively informed 
of coming early events which would make this 
outbreak more than a futile gesture. 

Nor would the leaders of the underground 
joyalists in other European nations order the 
rebellions now breaking out if they did not 
know help is on the way. Those underground 
jeaders are wel) informed. 

Prisoned Europe has been waiting long. Its 
peoples have suffered abominations of cruelty. 
They have waited for the signal, the sign that 
means the day when they can again strike 
blows for freedom is at hand. 

Can there be much doubt, in view of the 
violence and rebellion now flaring, that signal 
in some form has been given?

To Draft Women 

It is rather surprising to read that American 
women have failed to volunteer for service in 
the WAAC to such an extent that it may be 
necessary to extend the selective service to their 
sex. Yet this is what War Department offi- 
cials stated this week. Plans to ask congress 
for necessary legislation are already being 
arawn up. 

When congress authorized formation of the 
WAAC, provision to recruit 150,000 women for 
this branch of the Army was made. Intensive 
recruiting for the Corps has now been in 
progress for a year and approximately 60,000 
women volunteers have been secured. . 

Yet, in face of this lack of response, the 
War Department reveals that approximately 
half a million women will be needed for the 
corps by the end of the year. The Army Air 
Forces and the Army Service of Supply alone 
are asking for 500,000 WAAC women to take 
the place of men now in non-combatant duty. 

When congress authorized the establishment 
of non-combatant units for women volunteers 
in Army, Navy, Coast Guard and Marines, it 
was believed that women, thus given opportun- 
ity to serve their nation in the uniforms of the 
fighting services, in wartime, would flock to 
the recruiting stations in such numbers the 
only problem would be one of selection. 

Apparently, with new opportunities for high- 
ly paid defense factory work and with heavy 
demand for women to replace men gone to war 
in all branches of business and industry, the 
lure of the uniformed services is not s0 great as 
was imagined. Yet the pay, even of privates, in 
all these women's corps is high enough to 
compare favorably with most positions in 
business or in industry. It is, for instance, esti- 
mated that such a woman on detached service. 
with basic pay, subsistence allowances, etc., 
receives $132.50 per month. And, on top of 
this, she has no clothing expenses, inasmuch 
as her uniform and all other requirements are 
provided free by the government. 

It is startling to learn that, in order to 


secure the numbers needed, women will have to 
be drafted for this service. Yet, if the situation 


is as reported, no other course will, ultimately, 
be possible.

Admiral Glassford

It is entirely possible they saved Australia, even 
if Java was lost.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FARLEY STILL BITTER WASHINGTON, May 13.—Per- 


sons who talked with former 
Postmaster General James A. Farley on his recent visit to the capi- 
tal came away with the impression that he is as bitter as ever 
against the Roosevelt administration. 

Time appears to have done little to heal the breach vetween the 

President and his former chief political adviser. 
Though remaining in the same party, politi- 
cally they seem to be as far apart as the poles. 
Mutual friends have about abandoned any hope 
of ever effecting a reconciliation. 

From private talks with some of his close 
associates, Mr. Farley gives evidence of being 
more bitter about the prospects of a Roosevelt 
fourth-term nomination than he ever was 
about the third term. His main preoccupation 
at the moment seems to be centered on how 
he can stop the President next year. 

There was a time a short while back when 
Farley was known to be laying plans for or- 
ganizing a nation-wide movement for heading 
off a fourth term. Antiadministration ele- 

ments in the party had encouraged him to believe such a program 
could succeed, if given his active leadership and penchant for 
political organization. He is still toying with the idea. 

But recent events have tended to convince the former Demo- 
cratic national chairman that there is little hope of defeating 
Mr. Roosevelt for the nomination, if he is a willing candidate. The 
most he is now able to see is the opposition of a band of delegates 
which at the outside would constitute no more than roughly a third 
of the 1944 convention. 


OPPOSITION WEAK No assurance can be given that even 


this opposition would hold up in the 
face of demands for party unity during a period of war crisis. 

Hence it is to be expected that Mr. Farley will ultimately aban- 
don any plans for a country-wide organization of anti-Roosevelt 
forces, bent on influencing the decision of the next national con- 
clave. Instead, he may resort to the strategy of seeking to frighten 
the President from accepting another nomination. 

Like many other political observers, Farley does not believe the 
President will consent to become a fourth-term candidate unless 
he is convinced in the beginning that he can win. No one believes 
he would want to take a chance on ending his career with the sour 
note of defeat. He would have everything to lose and nothing to 
gain by such a course. 


“INTIMIDATION” PROCESS What is to be expected, there- 
fore, is that the Farley defeat- 


ist tactics will call for a campaign of political intimidation, rather 
than an outright canvass for delegates. An effort will be made to 
make it appear that the country is dead set against a fourth term 
and that the Democrats are sure to go down to defeat if Mr. Roose- 
velt is again placed at the head of the ticket. 

There is something amateurish about all of this that is wholly 
out of keeping with Mr. Farley’s past reputation as one of the 
most astute political leaders the country has produced. The idea 
does credit to neither its sponsors nor the President. 

Mr. Roosevelt in his own right is undoubtedly one of the wisest 
political heads ever to occupy the White House. He would be among 
the first to see through any such shallow scheme, and consequently 
could not be impressed by it, however successful it appeared on 


the surface. 

PREJUDICE VS. JUDGMENT If Mr. Farley in fact has 
been sold to such a plan, as 

some of his friends profess to believe, it only tends to show to what 

extent a person’s deep-rooted prejudices can go in overcoming his 

normal judgment. 

In the old days, when he was working hand in glove with the 
administration, no one could have sold a faulty bill of goods of 
that kind to the mentally alert former postmaster general. With 
all of his new-born hatred of the administration as it exists today, 
it is inconceivable that he could be led so far afield now.

WOODROW WILSON Almost no one in the nation paid at- 


tention to the last official pronouncee 
ment of Woodrow Wilson. It came on March 3, just before the 
shift in administration. Wilson vetoed the Fordmley emergency 
tariff. In his message, he said: 

“I imagine there is little doubt that while this measure is teme- 
porary, it is intended as a foundation for action 
of a similar nature of a very general and pere 
manent character.” 

The retiring President then denounced the 
general policy of the bill and forecast with 
amazing accuracy the inevitable result should 
such a policy be enacted. He was saying then 
that a world depression was sure to follow such 
a bill. He concluded his veto message: 

“Such a policy is antagonistic to the funda- 
mental principle of equal and exact justice to 
all, and can serve only to revive the feeling 
of irritation on the part of the great masses of 
the people and lack of confidence in the mo- 
tives of rulers and the results of government, 

“There are only three ways in which Europe 
can meet her indebtedness; namely, by the es- 
tablishment of private credits, by the shipment 
of gold or of commodities. It is difficult for 
Furope to discover the requisite securities for 

the necessary credits. 

“Europe is not in a position at the present time to send us the 
amount of gold which would be needed, and we could not view 
further large imports of gold into this country without concern. 
The result, to say the least, would be a larger disarrangement of 
it.ternal exchange and disturbance of international exchange. 

“If we wish to have Europe settle her debts, governmental or 
commercial, WE MUST BE PREPARED TO BUY FROM HER, 
AND IF WE WISH TO ASSIST EUROPE AND OURSELVES BY 
THE EXPORT OF EITHER FOOD, RAW MATERIALS OR FIN- 
ISHED PRODUCTS, WE MUST BE PREPARED TO WELCOME 
COMMODITIES WHICH WE NEED AND WHICH EUROPE WILL 
BE PREPARED, WITH NO LITTLE PAIN, TO SEND US. CLEAR- 
LY THIS IS NO TIME FOR THE ERECTION OF HIGH TRADE 
BARRIERS.” 

This was the man whom the Republicans of the Harding era 
were calling “a crackpot dreamer who dared speak of business 
when he had never prepared a pay roll.” 

The “realists” took over. Three months after Harding took office 
they passed the bill Wilson had vetoed and Harding signed it, 
Chaos followed in Europe and in 1929 the crash came.

Inez Robb Describes Herself 


As ‘Another G. |. Yard 


(This is the fifth article in a series by Inez Robb telling her 
experiences as a woman war correspondent on the North African 
front from which she has recently returned.)

Ever since the Selective Service Act went into effect, I 
have been curious about the process by which the American 
Army translates almost overnight the most unlikely material 
into efficient and effective soldiers. 


To a large extent my curiosity 
has been satisfied and I think I 
know some of the answers. My 
own case history as a correspon- 
dent and an assimilated second 
lieutenant in the Army is an en- 
lightening clue. | 

With no preliminary training or 
hardening process whatsoever, I 
lived in an unheated tent with a 
dirt floor in Tunisia and in other 
forward areas in North Africa in 
February and March. Yet if any- 
one had told me on January 1 that 


Il could thus survive in bitter cold | 
I would have thought him strictly | 


insane. 

I suppose iike millions of other 
persons assimilated into the Army, 
I simply didn’t know my own 
strength or humanity’s determina- 
tion on survival. If I can do it, 
there is hope for everyone, for I 
am strictly the hothouse type, sus- 
tained by vitamin capsules and a 
lifetime horror of any kind of phy- 
sical exercise. 

Just Another G. L 

Once in the forward areas, in 
no time at all I became just an- 
other G. 1. yardbird or dogface to 
all intents and purposes. I! grew 
just as dirty, muddy and dishev- 
cled as any soldier in the various 
outfits I visited. In fact, a chap- 
lain once said the only way he 
could tell me from the rest of nis 


fiock was the fact I didn't boast a. 


three-day beard. 

I had never worn slacks in my 
life until I went up into Tunisia 
in February. But the newspaper 
men insisted I take a pair. They 
warned me—and how rightly!— 
that my legs would freeze if I in- 
sisted on wearing a skirt. 

In a country where clothing is 
far. far more scarce even than 
food, the only slacks 
were G. 1. pants. Pride goeth be- 
fore a fall and my 25-inch waist 
went boom when the Army sold 
me its smallest pair of pants in 
stock.

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Gallup Poll Finds: “i 
Public Favor of Unions Wanes

PRINCETON, N. J.. May 13.— 
The various labor disputes o! the 
past 12 months, culminating in the 
coal strike two weeks ago, have 
brought a marked change in pub- 
lic attitude toward labor unions. 

A nationwide study of sentiment 
on labor finds that approximately 
four out of every 10 persons have 
a less favorable opinion of unions 
now than a year ago, while only a 


small number—one in 20—have a 
more favorable opinion. 

The change in sentiment has 
been reflected in restrictive labo! 
legislation proposed in many states 
and already adopted in some. 
States which have passed anti. 
union laws or have them up for | 
consideration include Kansas, Col- | 
orado. Florida, Idaho, South Da. | 
kota, Arkansas, Texas and Missis 
sippi.

Here ore a few “Lunch Box 


Facts’ that may be helpful: 


Lunches should offer variety, not 
monotony. Lunches’ should be 
filling. Lunches should supply 
one-third of the food needed dur- 
ing the day.
